NEW YORK (UPI) - Walter 
Lippmann, a syndicated colum­ 
nist who twice won the Pulitzer 
Prize, died of a heart ailment. 
Saturday. He was 85. 
Lippmann’s

philosopher began during World 
War I and continued through 
three wars and the adm inistra­ 
tions of eight presidents. 


He 
was 
the 
author 
of 
thousands of syndicated news­ 
paper columns and '25 books. 
His 
column, 
‘‘Today 
and 
Tomorrow,” first appeared in 
1931. It was carried by as many 
as 250 papers in the United 
States and 25 foreign countries. 


A. Socialist in his youth, 
Lippmann often proved difficult 
to classify politically as he 
watched the march of events in 
Washington and the world for 
more than .50' years, but he was 
considered a leading exponent 
of liberal thought.

Lippmann was acknowledged 
as "the dean, of American 
newspapermen." 


Lippmann was born in New

DETROIT (UPI) - A police 
telephone operator listened on 
the line as intruders pumped 24 
bullets into the bodies of a 
Detroit couple but mistook the 
noise for “someone hammering 
or building something,” au­ 
thorities said Friday. 
The operator, according to 
police, held on the line for 
several 
minutes 
after 
the 
killings Dec. 6, then dispatched 
the call as a routine burglary. 
Police arrived on the scene 25 
minutes later to find the bodies 
of

Ledbetter. A tape recording of 
the six-minute call shows that 
Ledbetter, 58. and his wife 
Lydia, 64, were shot moments

POLLUTION AND INFLATION 
In these testing economic times, the attack on 
government environmental programs is being pressed 
again. 


But as the President s Council on Environmental 
Quality stressed in a special report this week, the outlays 
industry must make for pollution control are not adding 
significantly to inflation or unemployment or the slowing 
of the economy. 


Of the total plant and equipment expenditures over 
the next 10 years, industry will spend an average of only 3 
per cent for environmental purposes. 


In terms of inflation, only half a per cent of the 
wholesale price index increase last year was attributable 
to pollution control. The index itself climbed 17 'per' cent, 
so pollution abatement outlays accounted for only about a 
fortieth of the inflation that occurred. 


The strongest criticism of federal environmental 
programs is that they hit certain industries hardest. The 
CEQ study reports that for a handful of industrial groups 
— including electric utilities, petroleum refineries, iron 
and steel, and pulp and paper manufacturers — pollution 
control outlays account for a sigificant proportion of plant 
and equipment spending. 


Given their profits, the 
petroleum refineries may 
have little trouble paying the pollution control bill. But for 
businesses like the electric utilities, already struck a 
punishing blow by higher fuel costs, the controls are an 
added burden. 


Other industries too are nettled by controls. The auto 
industry, for example, is reeling under the recession, high 
borrowing costs, federal pressure to reduce gasoline use, 
and so forth. Pollution control devices which add to the 
price of cars are viewed by automakers as but another 
sign of being singled out to bear the brunt of economic 
discipline for the country. 


But overall, environmental programs have only a 
marginal effect on business costs and prospects. Com­ 
pared with economic factors such as inflation, the federal 
reserve’s scarce and costly money policy, higher fuel 
bills, and the tailspin in demand caused by the recession, 
the government’s pollution control programs are a 
negligible economic factor. 


In terms of their benefits in the next decade — in 
stemming the degradation of the environment by in­ 
dustrial expansion — the environmental programs are a 
decided plus Any attack on them in the current harassed 
business climate should be resisted.

The HOOSIER DAY

If politics has become a “dirty 
word,” and public service is in 
disrepute, the finger of guilt 
should, be directed at. you, the 
voter. 
The electorate is judge, jury 
and the final court of appeals 
under our system of self- 
government. With all of its 
imperfections, it remains the 
best system known to man. 
Jack E. Reich, chairman of 
the board of American United 
Life Insurance Company 
in 
Indianapolis, recently was 
elected to head the Indiana 
State Chamber of Commerce. 
He has spent a “lifetime” in 
government and public service, 
combined with his business 
experience. For 30 years, he 
spent "every day of every 
session” around the General 
Assembly 
either 
as 
a 
representative of a government 
agency or with the Chamber of 
Commerce. 
Reich went to work for the 
State 
Gross 
Income 
Tax 
Division in 1933, he started 23 
years service on the staff of the 
State Chamber, where he has 
served as a director for the last 
12 years. 
Recently, he told members: 
“The vast majority of our 
politicians 
are 
honorable 
people, and politics is an 
honorable profession. In fact, 
we couldn’t operate our form of 
government without politics." 
When we start to condemn our 
two party system, and partisan 
political parties, we should keep 
this thought in mind. How would 
we operate our system without 
the 
checks 
and 
balances 
provided by strong, independent 
political parties? 
With his extensive legislative 
experience, Reich emphasized 
the importance of citizen in­ 
volvement in legislative affairs, 
this year even more than in the 
past. 
He 
adm onished 
the 
C ham ber:‘‘You can’t blam e 
legislators for not having the 
facts, unless we present our 
story to government. This year 
it could be more critical than 
ever before because of the large 
number of new, inexperienced 
legislators who just got elec­ 
ted..’’ 
The 
state 
House 
of 
Representatives will have more 
than one-fourth of the mem­ 
bership serving for the first 
time. Some 26 freshmen were 
elected to first terms, while five 
additional members had been 
reelected after dropping out at 
least one term . It is a fast track, 
with little opportunity for "on 
the job training.” 


A record number of bills are 
expected to be introduced in. the 
upcoming session. Many are the 
results of long hours of interim 
study by committees made up of 
individuals no longer members 
of the legislature. Several 
important issues which have 
stymied previous legislatures, 
have not had the benefit of 
additional study. 
Police and fire pensions, 
public employee bargaining, 
and replacement of the justice 
of the peace courts are just a 
few of the difficult questions 
unresolved in the past. Indiana 
has no law to prohibit por­ 
nography, with the 1905 statutes 
declared unconstitutional more 
than a year ago. The Flag 
desecration laws are scheduled 
to go out the window and drug 
abuse laws, rewritten in almost 
every session, are endangered 
by court decisions, 
Governor Otis R. Bowen, 
during his administration, has 
faced some difficult problems, 
little understood by the average 
citizen. His track record of 
anticipating major issues, and 
being in the forefront before 
they break, is unique. 
Indiana was actively working, 
on the energy shortage before it 
hit national headlines. Most 
Congressmen held seminars to 
study proposed closing of 
Indiana railroads months after 
the Governor had a commission 
at work on the problem. 
Most Americans are willing to 
sacrifice and conserve when it is 
necessary. We saw a meat 
shortage dissolve with higher 
prices and lifting of controls. We 
were warned of a Fuel shortage 
and reduced use by better than 
ten percent. Higher prices saw 
the end of long lines at gasoline 
pum ps, erosion of Sunday 
closings, and even erruption of 
price wars. The lowered speed 
lim it was obeyed, until it 
became difficult to realize there 
still is a shortage. The problem 
did not go away with resumption 
of oil imports and signing of the 
coal miner’s contract. 
Most of us have not ridden on 
a train since the end. of World 
War II, and trucks have taken 
over much of the freight 
business. The problems an­ 
ticipated by the state ad ­ 
ministration have little popular 
public appeal, much less un­ 
derstanding.

Ford Returns From 
French Conference

(UPI) — President Ford and 
French President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing wind up their 
long weekend summit meeting 
today with prospects of a new 
Franco-American agreement on 
oil policy and gold. 
The two leaders were to meet 
in the Bougainville room of the 
Meridien Hotel for final talks 
and 
to 
sign 
a 
joint 
com­ 
munique. 
Ford will then fly back to 
Washington on Air Force One 
for a busy week before taking 
the family on a Yuletide skiing 
holiday at Vail, Colo. 
There was an atmosphere of 
cordiality and harmony on this 
sugar-and rum-produci ng Car- 
ribbean island that seemed to 
indicate the three-day summit 
was a success. 
Giscard capped the meeting 
Sunday night with a toast at a 
poolside dinner party hosted by. 
Ford. 
"I now know that it is quite 
clear that we will be able to 
work together,” he said. 
He also praised the personal 
relationship he had developed 
with Ford. 
“It 
occurred to me 
that 
during these two days, we were 
in fact going to perhaps take 
initiatives and perform actions 
which would lead to solutions 
which could well have a lasting 
effect, not only on our own 
relations, but also, perhaps on 
world affairs,” he added. 
Diplomats 
said 
that 
the 
communique, hammered out 
'the last 'day, will "consecrate 
compatibility” between the two 
nations so they can present a 
solid front in price negotiations- 
with the Middle East producers 
cartel. 
Before the summit, France 


wanted a major oil conference 
among 
the 
big 
industrial 
powers, the oil producers and 
underdeveloped nations. 


U.S. 
policy as stated 
oy 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger set a common posi­ 
tion by the consumer nations to 
deal with inflated oil prices. 


Giscard, apparently signaling 
his intention to compromise, 
said at the outset of the talks 
he hoped 
“there would be1 
neither a matter of concessions 
nor victors in a case like this, 
but we should both em erge 
from 
these 
talks 
with 
the 
feeling that we had, in fact, 
achieved 
something 
useful, 
realistic 
and 
worthwhile 
in 
furthering the solutions of the 
problems.” 


The diplomatic sources said 
Ford and Giscard also made 
progress on the gold question, 
agreeing that central banks 
should be able to trade in gold 
and pay their debts with gold. 
Giscard also invited F'ord and 
his wife to visit France. 
The French President’s re­ 
marks contradicted reports that 
his toast would contain nothing 
substantive. 
He praised Ford’s cordiality, 
frankness and clarity in stating 
his position. 
France and, America, he said,, 
have a proud history of helping 
each other. A French 'fleet 
sailed from Martinque to aid 
George 
Washington 
at 
the 
battle of Yorktown during the 
American Revolution. 
“But,” Giscard said, "the 
great problems ... lie ahead of 
us and call for considerable 
im agination ánd initiatives 
which would lead to solutions 
which could have a lasting 
effect not only on our relations, 
but also perhaps on world 
affairs.”

Those freshness dates stamped 
on

groceries

something, regardless of what 
the supermarket might tell you. 
A reader in Glen rock, Wye., 
passes on her experience: 
“Recently I bought a package 
of Pillsbury Turno Pies from a 
local 
grocery 
store. 
After 
returning home I found the 
freshness date was two months 
old. 
“I returned the turnovers to 
the store, asking to exchange 
them for a fresh package. This 
was the freshest package they 
had. When I asked for a refund 
1 was told, ‘that date doesn’t 
make any difference.’ 
“If this is true, what is the 
purpose of 
stamping 
every­ 
thing?” 
The answer is that the date is 
there for a very good reason, 
and you shouldn’t have been 
sold the turnovers. Pillsbury 
tells us the freshness dates 
stamped on their refrigerated 
fresh dough products is the 
date before the food should be 
used “for utmost quality." 
“We certainly would recom­ 
mend that consumers not buy a 
product if the date is a couple 
of months old ,” a company 
spokesman said. 
That doesn’t mean that the 
dough is unsafe —just that it 
won’t be as good as if it were 
baked before the date expired 
Pillsbury, however, takes the 
blame. 
The spokesman said 
under normal procedures the 
distributor for your area should 
have checked the store before 
the expiration date and re­ 
placed the old merchandise. 


From the letters it gets from 
consumers, Pillsbury adds, it 
does not believe many people 
are encountering such prob­ 
lems.

Husbands Get Doghouse 


From IBMV Computer Error 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
- 
The Indiana bureau of Motor 
Vehicles said Friday as many 
as 12,000 husbands may have 
been in the doghouse with their 
wives because of a bureau 
computer error. 
The error was involved with 
the pre-printing of registration 
forms mailed to Hoosier motor­ 
ists for the purchase of license 
plates. 
About 3.3 million forms are 
being mailed, and of these, 
about 12,000 listed the hus­ 
band’s first name correctly, but 
the wife’s 
first 
name was 
wrong. 
Bureau, commissioner Ralph 
Van 
Natta 
said 
the 
error 
resulted in a number of calls to 
the bureau and its license 
branches from the wives or 
husbands who are after an 
explanation. 
“We 
are 
sorry 
for 
any 
embarrassment or problems 
that have resulted from the 
mailing,” Van Natta said. “The 
problem was caused by 
a 
merger of identities in the 
computer that generates the 
pre-prints.”

2. Van Natta said about 2 
million of the 3.3 million forms 
have been mailed and the rest 
should be in the mail by mid-

NEW YORK (UPI) - Infla­ 
tion and scarcity have become 
part of the American scene, yet 
many families are unequipped 
to 
meet 
the problems 
the 
uneven economy creates. 
A new- study of the consumer 
puts m atters this way: "This 
country has become so accus­ 
tomed to times of affluence and 
economic growth that many 
families are apparently unpre 
pared and sometimes unwilling 
to face up to the threat of 
austerity and sacrifice present­ 
ed by today’s uncertain econo­ 
my. 
“This is seen as especially 
true for the postwar generation, 
for whom the Great Depression 
stands as but a remote and 
unfamiliar piece of history. 
“Moreover, this confidence in 
a perpetually prosperous econo­ 
my is thought to have led many 
American families away from 
traditional concerns about sav­ 
ing and planning for the future 
—thus leaving them exposed 
and 
vulnerable 
during 
this 
difficult period." 
The state of the family and 
finance these days is outlined in 
what its backers plan as a 
semiannual look at the con­ 
sumer. It’s the first of these 
backed by General Mills and 
conducted 
by 
Daniel 
Yan- 
kelovich, 
Inc., 
the 
opinion 
research organization. 
Preliminary findings resulted 
from more than 150 interviews 
with 
experts 
who 
ranged 
through social workers, home 
economists, 
bankers, 
credit, 
m anagers, m arriage coun­ 
selors, doctors, public health 
nurses, community leaders and 
the news media. The final stage 
of the present research, will be 
completed 
this 
month 
and 
query more than 1,100 families. 
The sponsoring company al­ 
ready has established a con­ 
sumer center—in answer to 
what Jam es P. 
McFarland, 
board 
chairman 
and 
chief 
executive 
officer, 
calls 
the 
“more 
articulate” 
voice

today’s buyer. 
The 150 experts interviewed 
in 
the 
preliminary 
study 
reported many signs of trouble 
on the home front. 
The impact and stress creat­ 
ed 
by 
economic 
problems 


include 
increased 
levels 
of 
borrowing, greater reliance on 
credit buying, late payments on 
bills of all kinds, and a sharp 
rise in personal bankruptcies. 


The experts were divided on 
how 
seriously 
inflation 
and 
related 
problems 
have 
hit 
American families up to now. 
Some indicated that they saw 
the impact as extremely grave, 
with certain segments of the 
public already immersed, in a 
depression-like situation 
and 
the rest soon headed there. 
Others felt the situation had 
not yet become that serious.
